A 2 year old Holstein bull 
raided as a pet, Wednesday took 
th e lives of the bull’s owner, 
Miss Ethel Shelton, 46 and her 
mother, Mrs. Minnie Lee Shel­ 
ton 64, in one of the most trag­ 
ic accidents to ever happen here. 


The 1400 pound animal gored 
and trampled the women dur­ 
ing the few hours Mrs. Sheltons 
husband, Perry, and his broth­ 
er, George of Comanche, Okla., 
w e r e away fishing. 
Mr. Shelton and his brother 
left the farm, 2% miles north­ 
west of town, about 7:30 and

They returned home shortly 
after noon and found th e two 
torn 
bodies in the lot. 
Then 
the bull was chained to a post 
by Mr. Shelton. I t ’s head and 
horns w’ere bloody and it was 
very nervous relatives said. 
Mrs. Shelton’s 18 m onth old 
great-grandson, 
Tommy Cook, 
was found unharmed playing in 
the yard.

Sow 7-Foot Row of Radishes Every Week and Eat Them Young and Crisp. 


The first crops harvested from 
the Liberty gardens will be onions 
and radishes. Three weeks after the 
garden soil has been prepared, and 
i the onion sets and radish seeds 
sown, they should provide a tempt­ 
ing salad dish for the table. 
The thrill of the first harvest is 
one of the pleasantest of the whole 
I garden year. No one should miss 
i it. but the experienced gardener 
I learns that the sowing of radishes, 
j at least, can easily be overdone. 
I The onions will keep growing and 
I are usable at all stages of growth, 
j but early radishes quickly pass the 
| edible stage and become pithy. 
The early type. such as Scarlet 
Globe, matures in three weeks, and 
in another week loses quality, so if 
you have not used them all. there 
wiU be a sad waste of good radishes 
and garden space. 
To avoid waste, sow not more 
than seven feet of row each week 
until hot weather approaches; or 


double the sowing, but use a second 
early, such as Icicle, and start us- 
mg it when half-grown. For hoi 
weather, sow one of the long, slow 
growing varieties; and in midsum­ 
mer put in the winter varieties, 
which are largest of all, but of good 
quality and can be used until Christ­ 
mas. 
But remember to sow radishes 
thinly, and give each plant plenty of 
room to mature. 
The seed come 
up in a few days, and many gar­ 
deners sow their first crop by mix­ 
ing a few radish seed with the seed 
of other crops, such as carrots, 
parsnips, parsley and beets, all of 
which can be sown as soon as the 
soil has been prepared. 
Be sure to use not more than a 
tenth as many radish seeds. They 
will come up long before their slow 
germinating 
co m p a n io n s, 
and 
“mark the row.” This will help 
you cultivate without danger of dis­ 
turbing the slow sprouting seeds.

D avid th e Ideal K ing 
CU C H a m an was David, King of 
^ Israel and one of the world’s 
most famous men. 
The United 
Kingdom of Israel had a short his­ 
tory, only three kings reigning over 
it—-Saul, David and Solomon. Of 
| the three, David was by all odds 
: the greatest man and greatest king. 
Neither Saul nor Solomon was 
capable of holding for a lifetime 
to a high ideal. Neither was 
capable of whole-hearted devo­ 
tion to God. Neither one could 
gain and hold the loyalty of tho 
nation. 
It was only David who could do 
these things. It is no accident that 
forever 
after, 
when 
a 
Hebrew 
thought of the ideal king, he would 
think neither of Israel’s first king 
nor of the wealthiest, but of David 
the best and most beloved. 
• • • 
Military Genius 
TNAVID was great, in part because 
of his power in battle. What no 
one since Joshua had been able to 
do, David did: he welded the quar­ 
reling, jealous, weak tribes of Is­ 
rael into a 
‘single sword.” The 
tim es called for military genius, 
and David had it. He gave Israel 
the m ilitary might that was es­ 
sential for their peace and pros­ 
perity. 
So, often since David’s time, 
there have been great soldiers 
who have used their military 
genius not for conquest in it­ 
self but in order to win some 
place in the sun for peace- 
loving nations. One thinks of 
Charles Martel, who saved E u ­ 
rope from barbarian-conquest; 
of William of Orange who set 
the Dutch free from Spanish 
tyranny; 
of Washington, "fa­ 
ther” of a great nation; and of 
many others. 
The great soldiers of history have 
been 
more 
than 
professionally 
j skilled and successful killers 
of 
men; they have been like David, 
men whose skill was used to pre­ 
serve nations, not to destroy them.

TN OUR times Hitler brought the 
“ word "Leader” under a shadow, 
because his leadership was in the 
j* wrong direction. But there is such 
a thing as noble and wise leader­ 
ship, and David had this quality in 
a high degree. 
It is true, success has some­ 
thing to do with it. Men will 
flock to a winner who would 
have nothing to do with him if 
he were a loser. But still it 
is a fact that most of the world's 
great leaders who have come 
up from obscurity, as David did, 
have arisen at the head of 
groups of devoted men who have 
followed them loyally through 
the darkest times. 
So it was with David. During his 
years as leader of the 
"under­ 
ground” (literally so, since for some 
tim e his headquarters were in a 
great limestone ca ye), he developed 
the hard core of the arm y he com­ 
manded at a later time, a core of 
men who wbuld rather lose with 
David than win against him. 
• • • 
Leader in Faith 
D 
AVID had yet anither quality of 
greatness, and for this he is 
perhaps best remembered. He was 
a man of deep religion. But religion 
for him was not merely a personal 
m atter; he carried his faith into 
public life, he made his faith con­ 
tagious. He did his best to make 
faith in God central, as it had 
never been, in the life of his na­ 
tion. 
Religion for him was not a 
stick with which to beat other 
people about the head, but a 
rod and staff to lean upon. It 
was not a secret locked in his 
own heart but something he de­ 
sired to share with all his peo­ 
ple. It was not a device to 
keep his subjects contented; It 
was an add test for his own 
life. 
And though he sometimes slipped 
and terribly fell, he could always 
rise again, for his religion gave 
him that rarest of all qualities in 
great men: humility before God 
and man.
